Attention to the financing of the 
new water well and sewer project 
on village land east-of the Soo Line 
tracks will be given at an adjourned 
meeting of the village board Feb. 17.* 
President James McMillen gave 
to the trustees Tuesday evening a 
report of the engineer, David Mil- 
ler, estimating the cost of construc- 
tion of a well, a fire-proof pump 
house, an 8-lnch water main con- 
necting with the village system at ' 
Ida ave., and installation of a sewer 
system in the 'new subdivision area. 
The well will be sunk at a point 
50 feet south of the backstop of the 
Little League baseball diamond and 
an estimated 400 gallons of water 
a minute will be pumped into the 
village mains. 

McMillen said that the improve- 
ment will be financed through rev- 
enue bonds, necessitating no refer- 
endum, 

"We can sell revenue bonds up 
to $45,000,' but the cost of this pro- 
ject will be far les than that," he 
. assured the trustees. 

The bonds would have been pur- 
! chased at 4% by the bond house, 
1 Benjamin and Lang, Chicago, but 
the 90-day option has run out and 
now that firm says the municipal 
bond market is flooded and it will 
take more interest to dispose of the 
bonds. The trustees will shop around 
a little before paying more Interest. 
Engineer Miller advised that the 
village use the best of equipment 
and materials for the water well, 
mains and pump house, as being 
mdre economical in the long run. 
He advised an 8-inch main to con- 
nect with the village 6-inch main, 
saying that the Ida street connec- 
tion is far enough distant from the 
well to provide a< friction loss and 
at the same time provides a split 
in the flow of water to accommodate .. 
for the reduction in the size of pipe. .- 
Miller will be instructed to pre- . 
pare plans and specifications at once 
for the project and although these 
will not be done this month, tho 
board' will in the meantime clear 
the financial way. 

■ The Crown Realty Co. which plans 
annexation of its new subdivision, 
on the north edge of Antioch to the 
village, and which is concerned with , 
the new water supply, was' not rep- 
resented last evening and the ordin- 
ance providing for annexation was 
not brought up.

Under age 23. .the male cancer 
death rate was 1ft percent above 
.the female: In the 55 -M group the 
.rate was 42 percent higher, and In 
'the B5-74 group 4B percent higher. 
Only In cancer of the breast 
and genital organs la the female 
death rate higher than the male. 
i On the other hand, male mortality 
i from cancer of the respiratory sys- 
tem Is Ttt times that for females. 
iThe male death rate is also con- 
siderably higher from cancer of 
(the urinary tract and the digestive 
organs, 

S "In the present state of knowl- 
edge, It is difficult to aecount for, 
the sex differences in the mortal- 
ity from the malignant neo- 
plums," the statisticians added.

A Word We Need 

There la an old English _ word 
that Is not used often nowadays. 
Maybe the reason It Is seldom used 
Is that the thing It means Is seldom 
met with. It Is the word "compas- 
sion." Literally, it means "suffer- 

,lng-with." When It. Is said by Mat- 
thew that Jesus had compassion on 
the crowds, It means literally that 
he knew how they felt, what they 
needed, where they hurt; and that 
In his own heart he suffered with 
them. Their needs were his needs, 
their pain his pain. That is com- 
passion; but it Is not yet the whole 
of It. There is something more. An 
ar(fst (let us say a novelist) has 
to nave compassion, o' a sort Many 

- novels and stories have been writ- 
ten, for Instance, about bull-fight- 

*crs, and some of the story-tellers 
have shown a high degVce of imag- 
inative power. You might almost 

fancy *hey har* been bullfighters 
themselves, as to .be sure some of 
them hove been. But tew II any. 
of these story-writers have done 
anything lo put a stop to the brutaj 
sport of bull -fighting. They feel the 
tragedy of the whole business yet 
they do not propose to do anything 
about It. Compassion, as Jesus fell 
It, never was a mere emotion. It 
was emotion harnessed to action. 

• ;■•■■■ 

Hnrrnssed and Helpless 

The Revised Standard Version 
translates beautifully Matthew's 
description of the crowds who 
moved Jesus to compassion. They 
were "harassed and helpless," he 
says. The interesting thing Is that 
It took Jesus to see this, Some 

' could see only .that here were a 
lot of people, and they took up a 
lot of room, and there was hardly 
room or lime for Jesus lo cat 
Others— the Pharisees— could sec 
only their Ignorance: "This multi- 
tude that knows not the law Is ac- 
cursed." Others (as was the case 
with the disciples on a later occa- 
sion) realized onlythat the crowd 
looked hungry. Well, the people 

• were numerous, they^ were no 
doubt Ignorant, and moil. of -them 
were chronically ill-fed^ But the 
point is. the people who *aaw them_ 
in this light did not have com-' 
paslon, all they felt was annoy- 
ance. The crowds were a nuisance. 
Jesus felt quite different toward 
them. He saw them as they were, 
harassed and helpless. You your- 
self run into crowds, or you read ' 
about them. How lo they strike 
you? Do they frighten you, amuse 
you, annoy you or make you 
angry? The masses.today arc very 

- little different from the masses in 
Jesus' time. Can yor see them as 
they are, harassed and helpless? 
And does it stir you to do some- 
thing about It? Then you know 
something about the compassion- 
ate heart. 

* • • 

The Inmost Need 

There Is another Important fact 
about Jesus' compass'on. One can- 
not call it unique, for the best 
Christians have shared it. He was 
able to see beneath the surface of 
things to. people's real needs. The 
young man brought by his four 
friends to Jesus probably was 
thinking chiefly about his helpless 
arms and legs Jesus looked and 
saw his helpless soul. The publi- 
can Matthew may well have felt 
sorry for himself because business 
was bad, or because he was not 
popular. Jesus' compassion- went 
deeper; be felt Matthew's real 
need -to get away 'from the publi- 
can; business altogether. Compas- 
sion goes even deeper than sym- 
pathy ; it> Is spiritual interpreta- 
tion.
